WASHINGTON.  March  3. 
— President  Coolidge  will 
renew  his  covenant  of 
service  tomorrow  in  an  inaugural 
ceremony  reflecting  at  once  the 
simple  ideals  and  the  sober  might 
of  a  great  republic.  Hy  his  own 
direction,  there  will  be  no  extra- 
vaganza   of    rejoicing,    and  no 

glittering  pageant  to  honor  bint,  but 
when  he  pledge*  hia  faith  aa  chief 
executive  for  another  four  yeara,  he 
will  have  about  him  many  quiet 
manifestation*  of  the  dignity  and 
solemnity  of  the  tnak  that  lies  before 
him. 

Shortly  after  noon.  In  the  prenence 
of  several  thouaands  of  hi*  fellow 
cltlsens,  he  will  take  the  oath  of 
office  at  the  east  entrance  to  the 
Capitol,  on  the  Bible  from  which  he 
was  Instructed  ut  hla  grnndmother'a 
kne«„  will  declare  his  convictions  In  u 
brief  Inaugural  address. 

Inaugural  Parade 
He  will  then  review  an  Inaugural 
parade,  shorn  of  its  trimmings  to 
square  with  his  policy  of  radical  fru- 
gality. After  that  he  will  go  buck 
to  his  deak  and  |a  work.

Evening.  Express  Strong  Resentment  Against  Measure  Enforced  by 
Medical  Health  Officer— Department  of  Health  to  Be  Asked  for 
Information  Concerning  Vaccine  and  Guarantee  of  Purity 


AHTRONO  protest  against  the  al- 
leged compulsory  vaccination 
which  I*  being  practised  nt  the  Pro- 
vincial Normal  School,  Mount  Tolmle, 
was  one  of  the  more  Immediate  r**ult* 
of  the  Antl-Vaeclnatlonl*t*'  meeting 
held  last  evening  nt  the  New  Thought 
Temple.

Sock  Probe  of  Halibut  Prices 

PRINCE  RCPERT.  March  3 .— Sus- 
pecting that  the  present  low  price* 
which  prevail  for  halibut  Is  a  result 
of  manipulation,  the  local  fishermen's 
union  ha*  entered  a  protest  which  In 
to  be  Investigated  by  a  Joint  fisheries 
committee.

The  purchasers  are  twenty-five  fam- 
ilies of  Rusalan  Mennonltea.  who  have 
been  In  the  country  for  nine  months 
or  a  year  and  hava  been  living  with 
frlenda  In  the  Swalwell  and  Toefleld 
district*. 

For  the  present  they  will  run  the 
property  aa  a  colony — as  one  big  farm. 
Later  on  the  land  will  he  divided  up 
litto  aeparate  farms.  About  6.000 
•teres  will  he  broken  up  this  Summer, 
and  Herbert  Miller,  manager  Of  the 
property,  will  stay  on  the  farm  until 
the  new  owners  get  everything  run- 
ning smoothly. 


One  of  Best  Known  Figures  in 
Public  Life  of  the  Dominion, 
Having  Occupied  Many  Im- 
portant Positions 

TORONTO,  March  3.— Hon. 
William  Pugsley  died  to- 
day from  pneumonia.  He 
was  stricken  with  pneumonia 
over  a  week  ago.  From  the  first 
it  was  realized  that  for  a  man  of 
his  age — 75  years — the  condition 
was  serious,  hut  he  rallied  from 
the  first  severe  attack,  and  then 

followed  a  long  struggle  In  which  the 
vetersn  statesman  seemed  likely  to 
conquer  the  malady.  During  the  last 
few  days  his  friends  had  entertained 
strong  hopes  that  he  would  survive 
the  attack.  Even  yesterday,  he  ap- 
peared to  bo  improving.  However, 
late  today,  a  change  came  for  tho 
worse  and  he  died  at  11  U  o'clock 
tonight. 

Mr.  Pugsley  occupied  msny  promi- 
nent positions.  Including  Minister  of 
Public  Works  in  the  Laurler  govern- 
ment, and  later  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  New  Brunswick. 

Adjusting  War  Claims 

His  latest  activity  was  as  chairman 
of  the  committee  adjusting  the 
claims  of  Canadians  for  reparations 
against  the  OernHins. 

Mr.  Pugsley.  accompanied  hy  his 
*vlfe.  had  been  en  route  to  the  West 
to  heur  war  claims  on  behalf  of  tha 
Federal  War  Claims  Commission,  of 
which  he  was  head.  Two  weeks  ago 
Sunday  last,  during  a  brief  stop-over 
In  Toronto,  he  was  taken  ill.  His  son. 
John  A.  T.  Pugsley.  was  summoned 
to  Toronto.'  but  on  Friday,  thinking 
his  father  to  be  past  the  dangei- 
polnt,  returned  home.  Mrs.  Pugsley 
was  with  him  when  the  end  came 

Wrll  known  Figure 
The  death  of  Hon.  William  Pugaley 
removes  one  of  the  best-known  fig- 
ures from  public  life  In  Canada.  In 
the  political,  legal  and  soclsl  worlda 
he  occupied  a  position  of  prominence, 
but  it  Was  perhaps  in  the  political 
<*resjn  that  he  won  highest  honor*. 
His  political  activities  were  not  con- 
fined to  hla  home  Province  of  New 
Brunswick,  where  he  ultimately  rose 
to  the  position  of  Prime  Minister,  but 
he  achieved  distinction  in  ths  Federal 
arena  as  a  ataunch  supporter  of  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler.

Intended  to  aak  the 
Houae  for  authority  to  provide  for  a 
apeclal  aquad  of  men.  not  aubject  to 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  who 
would  be  specially  qualified  to  work 
in  the  suppression  of  smuggling 
Progressive  Aska  Why 

A  Progresalve  member.  A.  J.  Lewie, 
of  Swift  Current,  wanted  to  know 
why  the  Government  could  not  go  to 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  for 
such  men.

Hla  entry  Into  the  field  of  Provincial 
politic*  took  place  In  July.  lilt,  when 
Mr.  Pugsley  was  returned  to  the  New 
Brunswick  Leglalature  on  the  death  of 
the  sitting  member.  Dr.  Vail.  He  was 
re-elected  at  the  general  electlona  of 
ISIS  and  18S0.  Krom  March.  1817, 
to  May.

At   End  of  July  BuMlnran  Men  Will 
AiMcmblc  Again  and 


elected  to  the  Legislature,  ac- 
cepting the  office  of  Attorney-General 
In  the  Tweedie  administration.  On 
the  appointment  of  Hon.  L.  J.  Tweedie 
to  the  office  of  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
New  Brunswick  in  February,  1907. 
Mr.  Pugsley  was  chosen  Prime  Min- 
ister, a  position  which  he  held  until 
the  end  of  the  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

Mr.  Pugsley's  entry  Into  the  Fed- 
eral arena  took  place  In  1907,  when 
he  conleated  the  constituency  of  St. 
John  City  and  County,  rendered  vacant 
by  the  death  of  Dr.  Stockton.  Follow- 
ing his  election,  he  entered  the  Laurler 
Government  aa  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  succeeding  Hon.  Charles  Hy- 
man.  who  resigned.  He  retained  the 
portfolio  of  Public  Works  until  the 
retirement  of  the  l^aurler  Government 
following  the  general  election  of  1911. 

Among  other  appointments  held  by 
Mr.  Pugsley  during  the  course  of  his 
varied  and  lengthy  career,  were:  Re- 
porter of  the  Supreme  Court,  examiner 
In  civil  law.  New  Brunswick  Universi- 
ty: director  of  St.  John  Horticultural 
Society  und  of  Black  Consolidated 
Mines;  promoter  of  the  Saskatoon  it 
Western  I  .  1 1 ■  I  Company.  1907;  mem- 
ber of  Ottawa  Interprovlnclul  Confer- 
ence, 19013.  He  appeared  before  the 
Privy  Council  In  England  as  one  of 
the  counsel  for  the  provinces  In  the 
dispute  between  the  provinces  and  the 
Dominion  regarding  reduction  in  rep- 
resentation of  the  old  provinces  ex- 
cept Quebec  after  the  census  of  1904. 

Mr.  PugHley  was.  twice  married.  On 
January  6,  187S,  he  married  Fannie, 
daughter  of  the  lnte  Thomas  Parks,  of 
St.  John.  She  died  In  May.  1914.  and 
In  1915  he  married  Miss  MacDonnld.

Early  In  the  proceedings  It  waa  point- 
ed out  that  It  was  Impossible  to  gat 
a  fully  representative  gathering  of 
thoso  Interested,  and  that  the  only 
way  would  be  to  have  a  canvassj  made 
of  the  sections  and  so  ascertain  Just 
what  the  wishes  were  of  the  Indi- 
vidual retailor*.

Finally  the  plan  of  having  a  test 
made  for  a  few  months  so  that,  the 
working  of  the  by-law  could  be 
watched  and  its  advantages  and  dlf- 
Aculties  studied  was  hit  upon  aa  the 
best  method  of  proceeding.  At  the 
end  of  the  trial  term,  if  the  mer- 
chants wish  to  have  the  view*  of  the 
retailers  taken  by  meAns  of  a  plebis- 
cite this  can  be  carried  Into  effect.

Party  end  one  of  the  chief  lieuten- 
ants of  the  late  Sir  Wilfrid  Lauricr 
during  his  long  tenure  of  office  has

Mr.  William  Pugsley 
many,  many  yeara,  has  been  associ- 
ated with  New  Brunswick  and  Fed- 
eral politica.  He  was,  until  tempered 
by  age,  one  of  the  politicians  of  the 
old  school  who,  in  the  political 
arena,  neither  asked  for  nor  gave 
quarter.  He  is  best  remembered, 
perhaps,  as  Minister  of  Public  Works 
in  the  Lauricr  Government  and  as 
one  of  the  most  fervid  supporters  of 
Reciprocity  when  that  proposed  pact 
with  the  United  States  became  the 
election  issue  of  1911.  Mr.  Pugsley's 
belief  in  the  efficacy  of  such  a  trade 
arrangement  continued  long  after  it 
was  defeated  by  the  people. 

During  the  Great  War  Mr.  Pugsley 
wis  one  of  the  severest  critics  of  Sir 
Sim  Hughes  and  Canada's  military 
policy.    It  w»»_he  who  demanded  a 
searching     parliamentary  investiga- 
tion into  the  Dominion  Shell  Com- 
mission, claiming  that  the  price,  of 
shells  wcie  excessive  and  unreason- 
able, and  that  ahelis  were  furnished 
with  unnecessary  delay.    Whether  in 
pqwer  or  in  opposition,  Mr.  Pugsley 
w*s  alwaya  a  force  to  be  reckoned 
w^th  in  Parliament,  and,  in  the  main, 
he  was  a  force,  that  was  essential  to 
strong  government.    It  is  true  he  was 
capable  of  bitterness,  and  perhaps  in 
some  respects  he  lessened  the  acu- 
men 'of  his  logic  because  of  this,  but 
he  waa  nevertheless  a  politician  who 
was  admired  by  his  opponents  as  well 
as.  by  his  coadjutors,  and  he  was  one 
of  those'  chosen  to  sit  on  the  joint 
parliamentary    committee  which  dis- 
cussed the  reconstruction  of  the  Par- 
liament Buildings  after  the  great  fire 
which    burned    down    the  structure 
that  h»d  stood  for  half  a  century 
Mr.  Pugsley  was  one  of  the  earliest 
and    staunchest    advocates    in  the 
country  of  the  cause  of  woman  suf- 
frage.   He   was   in   every   sense  i 
capable  administrator  and  when  ap 
pointed  to  the  post  of  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  New  Brunswick  he  dis- 
charged tbe  duties  with  satisfaction 
to"  all.  — 

At  the  time  he  was  stricken  with 
his  fatal  illness  Mr.  Pugsley  had  just 
set  out  on  a  tour  of  the  Dominion  in 
connection  with  the  adjudication  of 
numerous  belated  claims  arising  out 
of  the  Great  War.  He  was  coming 
to  this  city,  among  other  places. 
Among  all  politicians  of  the  last 
three  decades,  as  well  aa  throughout 
New  Brunswick,  where  he  was  a 
tower  of  strength  to  the  Liberal 
Party,  the  death  of  Mr.  Pugsley  will 
be  mourned.  His  loss,  indeed,  is  a 
national  one,  for  he  has  through  a 
long  term  of  years  served  his  coun- 
try assiduously  and  with  an  ardor 
that  always  evoked  admiration.

of  politicians  in   Bavaria   is  against 
any  precipitate  action  to  re-establish 
the  monarchy  in  legal  form.  For  one 
thing,  jt  is  felt  that  a  monarchy  in 
that  State,  which  would  be  subject 
to  a  republican  form  of  government 
at  Berlin,  would  be  an  anachronism 
What  cannot  be  overlooked,  however, 
is  that,  perhaps  with  the  exception  of 
certain    industrial    districts    such  aa 
Franconia  and  Munich,  the  main  body 
of    Bavarian    opinion  is  monarchist. 
It  is  the  only  form  of  government 
which   the   Bavarian   peasant  really 
understands  and  the  peasantry  repre- 
sent the  great  part  of  the  population, 
whether  urban  or  rural. 

Communism,  which  at  one  time 
rcanrd  its  head  in  a  defiant  mood  in 
Bavaria,  has  lost  considerable  ground 
recently,  chiefly  because  economic 
conditions  in  that  State  have  Im 
proved.  It  is  not  clear  that  these 
economic  conditions  will  continue 
good,  for  in  Bavaria  there  is  a  large 
body  of  public  opinion  which  is  fear- 
ful of  the  offect  of  the  Dawes  scheme 
and  believes  that  eventually  it  may 
lead  to  a  new  financial  breakdown. 
For  the  time  being  the  question  of  a 
monarchy,  so  far  as  actual  effort  to- 
wards this  end  is  concerned,  is  in 
abeyance.  Bavaria  is  in  this  way 
waiting  on  the  trend  of  opinion 
throughout  Germany  and  how  it  will 
effect  the  future  form  of  government. 
Bavaria,  however,  is  ready  at  any 
time,  and  enthusiastically,  to  revert 
to  a  monarchy,  and  in  that  State 
there  is  no  competitor  with  Prince 
Rupprecht  for  the  kingship.

Note  and  Comment

The  Chairman  of  the  Imperial 
Shipping  Committee  has  replied  to  a 
statement  appearing  in  Mr.  Preston's 
report  to  the  Canadian  Government 
on  shipping  affairs.  Mr.  Preston 
stated  that  this  Committee  has  large- 
ly failed  to  combat  combines  and 
conferences  on  the  ocean.  The  Com- 
mittee is  an  outcome  of  the  Imperial 
Economic  Conference  of  1923  and  on 
the  subject  of  freight  rates  and  sim- 
ilar questions  the  terms  of  its  refer- 
ence run  as  follows: 

To  inquire  into  complaints  from 
persons  and  bodies  interested  with 
regard  to  ocean  freights,  facilities, 
and  conditions  in  the  inter- Imperial 
trade,  or  questions  of  a  similar  na- 
ture referred  to  it  by  any  of  the 
nominating  authorities,  and  to  report 
its  conclusions  to  the  Governments 
concerned. 

Now  it  appears,  according  to  the 
Chairman  of  this  Imperial  Shipping 
Committee,  that  there  have  been  no 
complains  on  several  of  the  matters 
brought  up  by  Mr.  Preston  from  any 
competent  and  reeognited  person  or. 
body  within  the  Empire.  In  the  past 
year  the  Canadian  Government  eft 
certain  complaints  before  the  Com- 
mittee, tjid,  on  these,  two  reports, 
both  favorable  to  Canada,  have  al- 
ready been  presented.  There  are 
two  mora  reports  to  the  Dominion 
Government  being  prepared  and 
these  will  he  presented  shortly.  It 
is  conceivable,  nay  exceedingly  prob- 
able, that  such  a  body  as  the  Im 
perial  Shipping  Committee  would 
have  greater  influence  in  righting 
any  freight  grievances,  if  such  exist, 
than  would  any  single  government 
within  the  Kmpire.  especially  when 
the  effort  of  the  latter  is  to  utilite 
the  taxpayers'  money  to  give  favor- 
able treatment  to  one  particular  ship 
ping  tompany.  Certainly,  in  order  to 
see  if  money  can  be  sired  for  the 
people  of  Canada,  the  first  step  of 
the  Dominion  Government  should  be 
to  lay  definite  charges  before  the 
Imperial  Shipping  Committee  based 
on  the  statements  made  in  the  Pres- 
ton report  If  this  is  not  done  the 
assumption  must  be  that  the  Govern- 
ment realises  it  cannot  sustain  the 
Preston  charges  before  an  impartial 
tribunal. 


BY-ELECTION  PROMISES 

Dr.  J.  D.  MacLean,  Provincial  Min- 
ister of  Education,  says  that  the 
Normal  Schools  of  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver are  turning  out  more  teachers 
than  can  be  equipped  with  posts  in 
this  Province.  That  is  tantamount  to 
saying  that  there  will  be  no  Normal 
School  constructed  at  Nelson,  at 
least  for  the  time  being.  Rightly  or 
wrongly  Nelson  is  under  the  impres- 
sion that  something  in  the  nature  of 
a  promise  of  such  a  Normal  School 
was  conveyed  to  the  constituency 
during  the  by-election  campaign  there 
following  which  Premier  Oliver  was 
returned.  If  such  a  promise  was 
given  or  its  sense  conveyed  it  affords 
an  illustration  of  the  danger  of  elec- 
tion promises  when  they  are  not  war- 
ranted by  the  facts  of  a  situation. 
Probity  in  politics,  in  one  phase, 
might  be  established  if  election 
promises  were  more  widely  recog- 
nized as  mere  bribes,  though  the 
fact  that  such  promises  were  given 
would  tend  to  reflect  on  the  probity 
of  politicians  themselves.  It  will  be 
an  advance  towards  good  government 
when  politicians  never  promise  any- 
thing they  cannot  perform.

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THE  STATUS  OF  A  MEMBER 


Thc  status  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Colfty  as 
a  Member  of  thc  Legislature  should 
be  cleared  up  without  any  delay.  It 
is  a  subject  that  should  be  brought 
before  the  courts  with  the  least  pos- 
sible loss  of  time.  If  he  is  unjustly 
accused  Mr.  Colley  should  not  be 
allowed  to  labor  under  a  charge 
which,  in  a  political  sense,  would,  if 
proved,  be  detrimental  to  his  future 
public  career.  Equally,  if  there  is 
justice  in  the  charge,  it  is  not  in  the 
interests  of  good  government  that  he 
should  escape  the  penalty  that  is  in- 
volved. The  party  in  power  in 
British  Columbia  should  be  anxious 
to  have  the  matter  adjudicated  upon 
at  once. 

Commenting  on  Britain's  shipbuild- 
ing activity  The  Philadelphia  Ledger 
sgys:  "Great  Britain  is  now  building 
52  per  cent  of  all  the  new  ahips  in 
the  world.  Germany  is  second, 
France  third,  Italy  fourth.  The 
United  States  seems  to  have  dropped 
out  of  the  race  altogether.  Britain 
and  Germany  together  have  cornered 
70  pee  cent  of  all"  new  construction. 
There  may  be  several  reasons  for  this 
situation.  One,  of  course,  is  the  tra- 
ditional excellence  of  staff,  plants, 
and  technique  in  Great  Britain.  But 
the  most  important  is,  perhaps,  tbe 
full  realization  among  the  British 
people  and  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment that  Britain  must,  at  all  costs, 
build  ships.  Even  though  the  enter- 
prise be  unprofitable  at  present,  the 
equipment  must  upon  no  account  be 
allowed  to  deteriorate.  Britain's 
strongest  rival.  Germany,  also  appears 
to  have  come  to  a  similar  realiza- 
tion." 


The  Government  which  gauges 
financial  prosperity  by  the  amount  of 
taxation  it  is  able  to  collect  is  like 
the  man  who  estimates  his  wealth 
by  the  amount  he  spends.  The  ex- 
perience in  this  country  is  that  the 
larger  the  budget  receipts  the  heavier 
the  outlay  and  the  more  depreaaing 
is  the  effect  of  taxation  on  industry. 
Prosperity  and  high  national  revenues 
do  not  necessarily  go  together.  On 
the  contrary,  increasing  governmental 
tfo-mies  may  be  an  Index  of  declin- 
ing trade  and  of  a  growing  incubus 
on  the  initiative  and  enterprise  of  the 
Individual  who  has  to  foot  the  Gov- 
ernmental bills. 


It  is  not  a  far  cry  from  maiden 
ladies  of  a  cynical  bent  of  mind,  who, 
of  course,  never  grow  old,  to  bachelors 
who  become  old  before  their  time.

Afr.  Norris  is  a  bachelor,  and  has 
arisen  in  his  place  in  the  Manitoba 
Legislature  to  plead  the  doleful  case  of 
bachelors  in  general.  He  declares  that 
the  Government  of  Manitoba  is  mak- 
ing the  life  of  bachelors  as  hard  as 
possible— just  as  if  the  circumstances 
of  bachelors  are  not  already  suffi- 
ciently deplorable.  The  cost  of  mar- 
riage licences  has  been  increased  and 
an  additional  tax  has  been  placed  upon 
incomes.  What  right  has  any  govern- 
ment to  tax  the  single  man  more  than 
any  other  man,  Mr.  Norris,  one  of 
the  oppressed,  wants  to  know.  Wc 
also  assume  that  the  bachelor  who 
directa  our  attention  to  the  plaint  of 
Mr.  Norris  also  wants  to  know  you 
know,  as  the  youthful  Barnacle  said  of 
Mr.  Clennam.

All  we  can  say  on  the  subject  is 
that  governments  of  every  kind,  from 
the  Government  of  the  Dominion  to 
the  governments  of  the  most  insig- 
nificant municipalities.  have  been 
searching  diligently  for  something  to 
tax.  They  have  taxed  everything  and 
increased  the  taxes  on  everything, 
from  incomes  to  garbage  cans,  and 
still  they  seek  other  things  to  tax.  The 
bachelor  is  the  last  desperate  resort. 
He  is  the  only  thing  not  brave  enough 
and  bold  enough  to  strike  back  the 
hand  of  the  oppressor.  That  is  the 
only  reason  we  can  assign  for  the  in- 
defensible course  of  governments.

Terrifying  Experience  of 
Man  Adrift  on  Ice  Floe 


OTTAWA.  March  3. — Reporls-have 
reached  the  Depart  >u  ni  of  Railways 
mil  Canals  of  the  terrifying  experi- 
ence of  one  of  the  caretaklng  staff  at 
Port  Nelson,  on  the  Hudson'n  IUjr. 
Thn  man,  Fred  Ueschuck.  ft  Itus- 
■len,  went  out  on  the  Ice  onposlve 
the  harbor  works  on  ^  afternoon  to 
visit  some  trap*.  Whit*,  on  the  Ice  a. 
section  of  It  measuring  about  hall  a 
mils  wide  und  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  long  broke  awoy  and  ho  was 
curried  out  to  sea  with  the  tide.  His 
fellow-employees  searched  with  lan- 
tern* throughout  tho  night,  but  no 
(race  could  bo  found  of  him.  He  was 
I  hen  given  up  us  lost.  The  tempera- 
ture was  82  degrees  below  sero,  hut 
fortunately  there  w'is  no  wind.  The 
following  afternoon,  with  the  return 
of  the  tide,  Boschuck  was  observed 
coming  up  stream  on  the  Ice  floe  and 
he  was*  brought  ashore.  Home  time 
during  the  night,  while  walking  to 
keep  himself  warm,  he  had  broken 
through  the  surface  Ice  and  his  feet 
were  frosen.  He  was  taken  to  the 
end  of  steel  by  dog  team  and  the 
Hudson  Bay  Railway  train,  which 
was  at  Mile  170,  went  to  Mile  214 
especially  to  meet  him.  He  was 
brought  to  The  Pas  und  from  there 
to  Winnipeg  for  an  operation.

WHKN  In  Para)  recently  I  was  vis- 
iting the  Cathedral  of  Notre 
Dame  and  noticed  that  the  guides  in- 
variably stopped  groups  of  tourists 
before  a  tublet  on  one  of  the  columns 
near  the  Jeanne  d'Arc  statue,  writes 
a  correspondent  of  The  London  Times. 
It  bears  this  Inscription,  in  Kngliah 
and  in  French: 

"To  the  Olory  of  Ood  and  to  the 
Memory  of  One  Million  Dead  of  the 
British  JCmpIro  who  fell  In  the  Oreat 
War.  1S14-101S.  and  of  which  the 
greater  part  rest  In  France." 

The  tablet  Is  surmounted  by  the 
arms  of  the  Mother  Country,  sur- 
rounded by  those  of  the  Overseas 
Dominions.  These  are  tiie  dead  whom 
all  peoples  of  the  British  Common- 
wealth  bear  In  memory.  Never  in 
the  annals  of  the  country's  wars  has 
death  laid  so  fierce  a  hand  on  one 
generation,  and  the  number  of  those 
who  fell  is  so  stupendous  thut  it  con- 
veys no  clear  meaning  to  the  ordinary 
mind. 

A  map  of  the  world,  on  which  ure 
marked  the  700.000  graves  of  those 
who  received  known  burial,  Illustrates 
forcibly  the  magnitude  of  the  sacri- 
fice. In  France  and  Belgium  there  arc 
not  fewer  thun  i»00  British  war  ceme- 
torles.  some  containing  an  few  as  40. 
others  over  10.000  grave-,  and  1,600 
civil  cemeteries  and  churchyards,  in 
which  numbers  of  British  soldiers  are 
burled.  The  Via  Sacra  may  bo 
traced  to  Switzerland,  to  Ituly.  where 
there  are  93  burial  places,  to  Mace- 
donia, where  there  are  21.  then  to 
the  chain  of  31  cemeteries  on  the 
western  shore  of  the  (lalltpotl  Penin- 
sula, through  Asia  Minor  and  Syilu 
to  Pulestlne.  passing  over  the  Mount 
of  Olivce.  whence  it  branches  off  to 
the  Kast  Into  Mesopotamia  and  to  the 
South  into  Kgypt  and  Kast  Africa. 
Outside  there  well-known  areas  of 
military  activity  there  are  more  thnn 
IS  countries,  some  in  the  Kastern, 
some  In  the  Western  Hemisphere, 
where  the  graves  of  British  soldiers 
have  been  found;  and  In  the  United 
Kingdom  there  are  at  leaet  «0. 000  of 
their  graves  In  some  5.000  cemo- 
terles  and  churchyards. 

INdlcy  Without  I'mf-edenl 

As  the  names  of  dead  and  missing 
gathered  throughout  the  war  it  was 
as  If  a  cloud  of  darkness  were  spread- 
ing over  the  Innd,  and  It  was  even  be- 
fore victory  was  assured  that  the  gov- 
ernments of  the  Empire  pledged 
themselves.  In  duty  to  this  generation 
which  had  given  its  sons,  to  maintain 
these  graves  In  perpetuity,  an  Inviol- 
able record  for  the  generations  to 
come  of  the  cost  of  modern  warfare 
to  civilization:  to  maintain  them  as 
far  as  possible  where  the  circum- 
stances of  war  had  placed  thefn.  in 
e«iuul  honor.  Irrespective  of  rank  or 
creed.  This  policy  was  without  pre- 
cedent, the  nearest  approach  to  It 
being  the  formation  of  national  ceme- 
teries In  the  I'nlted  States  after  the 
Civil  War.  Possibly  this  unlnuc  honor 
paid  to  the  remains  of  those  who  fell 
In  battle  In  these  two  Instances  has  a 
common  origin  In  the  fact  that  by  far 
the  largest  number  of  those  who  wero 
killed  were  not  men  professionally 
trained  to  arms,  but  came  from  fam- 
ilies Vho  for  generations  had  followed 
the  pursuits  of  peace,  and  had  re- 
fused to  accept  preparation  for  war 
ss  part  of  the  normal  education  of  a 
nation's  manhood.

ganlzatlon  to  carry  out,  fully  and 
faithfully,  this  sacred  trust.  The 
Imperial  War  Oraves  Commission, 
then  permanently  established,  insti- 
tuted u  new  departure  In  Imperial 
co-operation,  based  on  the  principle 
that  financial  participation  demands 
Joint  control  of  ilnance  und  adminis- 
tration. To  thla  principle  the  Mother 
Country  wisely  agreed,  and  from  1918 
onwurds  the  Commission's  estlmutes 
have  been  voted  annually  by  esch 
of  the  Oovernments  of  the  Empire, 
the  burden  being  shared  In  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  their  respec- 
tive dead,  and  Its  staff  has  been  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  the 
participating  Dominions  in  the  same 
relative  proportion.  It  has.  It  Is 
claimed,  proved  not  only  tius  prac- 
ticability, but  the  efficiency  of  this 
form  of  unshackled  democracy  co- 
operation between  the  Dominions  and 
the  Mother  Country,  and  may  have 
made  an  Invaluable  contribution  to 
the  solidarity  of  the  Empire  not  un- 
worthy of  the  sacrifices  which  sowed 
the  seed  of  this  development. 

Record  of  Progress, 

The  Commission  submitted  to  the 
Imperial  War  Conference  of  1!»1«  esti- 
mates which  showed  that  its  con- 
structional work  would  be  completed 
in  ten  years  after  the  termination 
of  the  war  at  a  coat  of  £10  a  grave. 
So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  at  pres- 
ent, It  should  huve  no  difficulty  In 
keeping  within  both  these  estimates. 
About  hulf.  It  is  stated,  is  now  fin- 
ished, though  during  ithe  first  two 
years  following  the  war  It  hud  to 
confine  itself  for  a  considerable 
period  to  building  up  Its  ^organiza- 
tion, and  the  army  had  to  bring  In 
all  Isolated  graves  and  complete  the 
registration  and  the  erection  of  tem- 
porary wooden  crosses  before  hand- 
ing over  many  of  the  cemeteries  to 
its  care.  The  following  data,  which 
have  been  furnished  by  the  Commis- 
sion, indicate  the  extent  of  their 
work,  while  showing  the  progress 
made  up  to  date:

acquiring  the  land,  are  constructed 
and  a  Memorial  to  the  Missing  ban 
been  erected  at  Oiavera.  In  Mace- 
donia all  the  cemeteries  are  com- 
pleted, and  ut  Luke  Dolran  u,  com- 
bined Memorial  to  the  Missing  and 
to  the  Salonika  Army,  to  which  the 
soldiers  of  that  force  subscribed,  has 
been  built.  In  Calllpoll  the  ceme- 
teries and  monuments  are  construct- 
ed, the  name  tablets  alone  being 
wanted  to  complete  the  great  Mem- 
orial to  the  Missing  ut  Cape  Hetles, 
which  Is  visible  to  all  ships  puasJng 
through  the  Dardanelles.  In  Egypt 
the  cemeteries  are  fully  constructed 
and  the  Memorial  to  the  Indian  dead 
at  the  southern  entrance  to  the  Suez 
Canal  is  being  built.  In  these  coun- 
tries a  permanent  maintenance 
scheme  Is  being  Introduced.  The 
three  memorials — at  Portsmouth. 
Plymouth  and  Chatham — to  the 
navy  and  those  of  its  dead  who  have 
no  known  grave  but  the  sea.  have 
been  finished.  The  cemeteries  In 
Palestine  and  Mesopotamia  will  be 
completed  this  year. 

In  France  and  Belgium 

Tho  constructional  activities  of  the 
commission  will  then  be  mainly  con- 
centrated In  France  and  Belgium.  In 
these  two  countries.  20(1  cemeteries 
are  fully  completed.  141  finished,  but 
without  headstones,  und  234  actually 
under  construction;  250.000  he.1d- 
stones  have  been  mudc  and  carved  In 
Oreat  Britain  und  sent  out  to  these 
cemeteries.  Along  the  old  French  and 
Belgian  front  will  be  built  tho  army's 
memorials.  corresponding  to  the 
naval  memorials  In  this  country;  work 
has  begun  on  the  Menln  gateway  at 
Ypres  "To  the  Armies  of  the  British 
Empire,  who  stood  here  from  1914^ 
1918.  and  to  those  of  their  dead  who 
have  not  known  graves."  The  great 
archway  has  been  designed  to  bear 
the  names  of  50,000  missing  who  fell

VANCOUVER.  March  8.— Dr  E.  W 
Boak.  of  Victoria,  sentenced  to  i  i  . 
four  yesrs  In  the  penitentiary  on  con- 
viction on  a  manslaughter  charge, 
following  the  death  of  two  men  on 
the  Saanich  Road  in  an  automobile 
accident,  has  been  granted  u  new 
trial  by  a  judgment  of  the  Court  of 
Appeal  handed  down  when  the  court 
sittings  opened  in  Vancouver  this 
morning. 

The  new  trial  was  ordered.  Chief 
Justice  Maedonald.  <>f  the  Appeal 
Court.  announced,  on  the  grounds 
thut  one  of  the  Jnrors  in  t tie  Victoria 
trial  was  deaf,  but  a  motion  for  leave 
to  appeal  was  dismissed  by  the  court, 
it  being  held  that  the  motion  was  un- 
necessary In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
court  considered  the  question  one  of 
law  and  not  of  fact. 

Reference  was  made  by  the  chief 
justioe  to  the  fact  thnt  reports  had 
been  spread  that  Mr.  Justice  Murphy, 
presiding  over  the  Victoria  trial,  had 
received  the  undertaking  of  counsel 
for  the  defence  that  the  fact  that  one 
of  the  Jurors  was  deaf  would  not  be 
uaed  in  the  event  of  an  appeal.  This 
his  lordship  explained  to  the  Court 
of  Appeal  judges,  waa  not  the  case; 
he  had  emphatically  refused  to  accept 
or  entertain  any  such  undertaking.

City  Prosecutor  C.  L.  Harrison 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  ac- 
cused had  a  revolver  and  six  cart- 
ridges for  the  chamber  when  arraat- 
ed.  Brown  had  a  large  stone  wrapped 
in  flannel,  a  hook  fastened  to  a  place 
of  atlck.  six  paas  keys  and  three 
rings  In  his  possession. 

In  his  baggage  was  also  found  a 
chisel,  some  files  and  a  flashlight.  It 
transpired  that  eight  rings,  valued 
at  $160.  had  not  been  recovered.  The 
value  of  the  broken  window  was 
stated  to  ba  1180. 

Character  evidence  from  Seattle 
waa  reported  In  favor  of  prisoner, 
who  was  stated  to  be  65  years  of 
age  and  a  sufferer  from  Injuries  sus- 
tained In  a  street  car  accident. 

The  bank  book  of  the  accused 
showed  a  deposit  of  $8,000.  and  from 
that  sum  compensation  for  the 
brokan  glass  when  the  robbery  oc- 
curred waa  ordered  to  be  defrayed. 

The  magistrate  warned  anyone 
from  detaining  the  missing  rings  as 
becoming  liable  to  criminal  prosecu- 
tion.

comparatively  rainy  period,  and  it 
would  not  do  to  spend  a  large  amount 
of  money  and  make  elaborate  ar- 
rangements only  to  have  everything 
ruined  by  rain.  Also.  May  24  was  too 
early  for  the  tourist  movement.  Con- 
sequently, while  It  had  not  by  any 
means  been  decided  to  cancel  the  24th 
of  May  commemoration,  it  was 
thought  wise  to  hold  the  annual  car- 
nival week  lata  In  Juna. 

In  closing  his  address,  he  urged 
upon  every  clUxen  the  need  for  co- 
operative effort  to  put  both  celebra- 
tions over.  Victoria  could  take  ita 
i>ia.-e  aa  a  holiday  city  with  any 
metropolta  in  the  world,  and  he  Re- 
lieved that  united  effort  only  was 
required  to  make  the  world  realise 
the  fact. 

Mr.  B.  C.  Nicholas 
The  historical  associations  of  Vic- 
toria Day  ware  graphically  outlined 
by  Mr.  B.  C.  Nicholas,  editor  of  The 
Victoria  Tlmea.  There  waa  more 
behlftd  the  annual  obeervance  of 
Victoria  Day  than  the  materialistic 
purpose  of  having  a  good  time,  he  de- 
clared, and  he  urged  thoae  in  charge 
to  see  to  It  that  the  school  children 
of  Victoria  schools  were  given  a  large 
part  In  the  celebration,  and  were  told 
the  patriotic  reasons  why  people  of 
the  Empire  commemorated  tha  annl 
veraary  of  the  great  Queen.  If  the 
holiday  had  been  founded  on 
material  reason,  its  popularity 
ago  would  have  disappeared,  he  aald, 
and  If  there  wag  danger  of  It  sinking 
to  a  materlaUstlc  level,  he  would 
advocate  the  discontinuance  of  ita 
observance. 

"We  do  not  celebrate  May  24  only 
because  it  was  the  natal  day  of  a 
great  and  good  Queen,  but  mora  be- 
cause ef  the  greet  Empire  events 
which  occurred  during  her  long 
reign."  Mr.  Nicholas  said.  "In  those 
years  tha  BrIUsh  Empire  was  mn 
aolldated  Into  a  fabric  which  has 
withstood  the  stress  of  time  and  strife 
Canada  had  bean  particularly  affected, 
because  It  was  during  Vlctorla'e  reign 
thst  Canadians  were  given  represen- 
tative government  and.  Ister.  Con- 
federation. Far  that  reason  Victoria 
Day  is  more  religiously  observed  la 
Canada  thaw  in  any  other  part  or 
Dominion  of  the  Empire  The  alxty 
yeavrs  of  Queen  Victoria's  reign  were 
the  sixty  most  Important  years  of 
Canada's  history"

The  B.C.  Electric  Rallwsy  Com- 
pany advised  the  Council  that  In  the 
matter  of  lowering  Its  westbound 
track  on  Esquimau  Road  st  Park 
Street  to  permit  of  a  more  suitable 
asntrsoce  to  fronting  property  own- 
era.  It  was  unable  to  bear  the  ex- 
pense of  lowering  this  trackage.  The 
Council  sgreed  to  the  company's  offer 
to  Instal  planks  between  Its  ralla  at 
the  crossings,  which  the  company 
thought  would  materially  Improve  the 
condition  complained  of  by  the  prop- 
erty owners. 

The  Blckle  Fire  Engines.  Limited. 
Informed  the  Council  that  500  cities 
and  municipalities  In  Canada  had 
utilised  lla  equipment,  and  the  first 
complaint  received  was  from  Eaqui- 
malt.  The  company  took  exception 
to  crltlclam  that  the  apparatus  It  had 
furnlahed  Esqtilmalt  with  waa  obao- 
lete  and  dangerbua  to  operate.

NOVA    SCOTIA    POTATOES  COME 
BY  INTERCOA8T  ROUTE 


An  experimental  shipment  of  Nova 
Scotia  potatoes  arrived  here  last 
night  aboard  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment Merchant  Marine  freighter 
Canadian  Prospector,  which  com- 
pleted her  run  from  Halifax,  arriving 
at  this  port  at  7:30  o'clock  last  night. 

This  shipment  of  potatoes  from 
Nova  8cotla,  although  only  a  small 
one,  may  prove  the  forerunner  of 
other  consignments  should  their  con- 
dition be  perfect,  and  the  shipment 
undamaged  by  the  heat  It  was  sub- 
jected to  while  the  steamer  waa  | 
making  calls  at  the  West  Indies  snd 
Panama  Canal. 

There  has  been  a  general  shortage 
of  potatoes  not  only  In  Ireland,  but 
also  In  the  Okanagan.  but  the  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  8cotla  crop* 
have  been  excessive. 

Shipments  of  potatoes  have  been 
brought  to  this  coast  by  rsll  and  are 
quoted  at  wholesale  prices  at  par 
with  local  stock.  If  the  transporta- 
tion of  potatoes,  however,  by  the  C 
O.  M.  M.  ships  prove  a  success.  Nova 
Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  exporters 
will  take  advantage  of  the  lower 
ocean  rate  and  dump  their  stock  on 
the  British  Columbia  market  at  a 
much  lower  price  than  British  Co- 
lumbia potatoes. 

The  Canadian  Transporter  had 
only  a  small  consignment  of  cargo 
for  Victoria  this  trip  snd  cleared  for 
Vsncouver  early  last  night.  1 
dlately  after  discharging  locsl 
algnmenta.

Post,  lias  been 
th*  urgent  emphasis  placed  on  the 
necessity  of  reducing  taxes.  Cham- 
bers of  commerce,  board*  of  trade 
and  bualneas  associations  are*  press- 
ing the  same  plea  upon  the  Govern- 
ment with  unusual  seriousness.  Busi- 
ness ha*  been  looking  forward  with 
keen  intereat  and  hop*  that  some  re- 
lief msy  be  forthcoming  from  current 
and  coming  seasions  of  the  provincial 
legislatures  and  the  Dominion  Par- 
liament, but  an  astounding  fact  Is, 
that  In  face  of  all  this,  not  a  few 
government  and  municipal  budget 
eatlmatea  for  tho  coming  year  caII 
for  expenditures  In  excess  even  of 
those  of  1924. 


It  Is  the  plsa  of  business  and  In- 
dustry that  taxation  in  Canada  haa 
reached  that  point  where  it  la 
strangling  initiative  and  retarding 
progress.  A  i  .  .  burden  which 
Amounts  to  About  ot.e-nfth  of  the 
total  net  revenue  from  all  lnduatrleay 
Including  agriculture  and  mining: 
and  which  Involves  a  per  capita  tAX 
of  more  than  $60  for  the  entire  pop- 
ulation of  CanAdA,  Is,  Indeed,  seri- 
ous. Leadera  of  business  are  point- 
ing out  that  a  tax  burden  which  a 
year  ago  was  In  excess  of  $660,000,000 
for  a  total  population  of  less  than 
9,000.000  is  responsible  for  driving 
thousanda  of  our  eitlsens  each  month 
to  seek  relief  In  the  United  States, 
where  the  rate  of  tAxea  la  very  much 
lower  and  more  advantageous  to 
business.  The  only  apparent  re- 
sponse of  our  legislature  and  muni- 
cipal officials  seems  to  be  a  further 
Increase  In  expenditure  to  satisfy 
local  whim*  and  to  plcaae  constitu- 
encies. There  seems  to  be  sn  utter 
lack  of  undorgtandlng  of  the  dire 
■erioueneee  of  the  situation.  Even 
now  sections  of  the  country  are  pre- 
paring to  demand  heavy  outlaya  for 
uon-eaaential  local  Improvement*  and 
projects,  and  do  not  appear  to  realise 
that  their  action  IS  directed  against 
th*  welfare  and  progress  of  the  Do- 
n  Inlon.  The  fact  that  we  have  three 
groupa  of  taxing  bodies,  federal,  pro- 
vincial and  municipal,  has  made 
posalble  a  three-fold  growth  In  the 
tar  burden  'o  an  extent  far  beyond 
precedent,  and  the  result  is  serious. 


In  the  general  bualneas  situation 
there  la  substantial  evidence  that  the 
volume  of  buying  Is  still  curtailed, 
although  money  Is  plentiful  and  for- 
eign demand  seems  to  have  increased. 
While  the  high  price  levels  of  grain 
and  flour  arc  well  maintained,  vio- 
lent reactions  have  taken  place  and 
ccnalderable  fluctuation  has  occurred, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  aupply  of 
wheat  is  materially  short  of  require- 
ments. The  final  estimate  of  Can- 
ada's total  wheat  yield  made  recent- 
ly by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Sta- 
ttatlc*  la  10.000.000  lower  than  the 
estimate,  viz..  261.000,000.  or  Just 
67  per  cent  of  the  previous  crop. 

The  production  of  pig  iron  in 
Greet  Britain  In  December  amounted 
to  680,300  tons,  making  a  total  pro- 
duction for  the  year  of  7.318.900 
tons.  The  average  monthly  output 
or  pig  Iron  In  1913  was  855.000  tons, 
while  the  similar  output  in  1920  wsh 
699,600  tons,  in  1921  only  218,000 
tons,  snd  In  1924  609,900  tons,  ac- 
cording to  advice*  received  by  the 
Rankers  Trust  Company  of  New 
York  from  Its  British  Information 
service.  The  output  of  *teel  Ingot* 
and  castings  for  December  amounted 
to  651.000  tons,  bringing  up  the  total 
output  for  the  year  to  8.221.100  tons, 
compering  with  an  output  for  1923 
of  8,481.800  tons.  The  average  month- 
ly output  of  ate*1  Ingola  and  caetlngs 
In  1913  waa  688,600  tons.  It  was 
766.600  tons  In  1920.  fell  to  308.600 
In  1921.  rose  to  706,800  tons  In  1923, 
ai  d  In  1924  was  686.100  tons.

Oi  the  relation  oscillation  has  to  radio 
reception  we  will  now  take  up  the 
plate  or  regenerative  circuit  Re- 
generation means  Just  what  Its  nume 
Implies,  that  Is.  the  energy  that  Is 
put  out  from  the  plate  circuit  Is  re- 
generated, given  new  life,  amplified, 
or  made  larger.  Thla  action  is  ob- 
tained by  feeding  baxk  the  energy 
flowing  through  the  tube  to  the  grid 
i  m  ult  and  passing  It  again  through 
the  tube  This  action  may  take  place 
several  times  and  each  time  make  tha 
Impulse  larger.  If  It  la  done  too 
often  the  result  la  the  familiar  re- 
generation howl.  It  may  seem  that 
If  the  energy  U  fed  back  and  forth 
that  there  would  be  two  voices,  that 
the  fed  back  voice  would  be  behind 
the  original.  Jn  reality  It  ia,  but  as 
radio  Impulses  travel  faater  than  the 
mind  can  conceive,  the  ear  cannot 
doteel  the  pulsations  of  a  moving 
picture. 

The  energy  that  supplies  the  tube 
circuit  also  supplies  the  plate  circuit 
and  causes  regeneration.  The  feed- 
ing back  or  the  energy  Is  achieved 
by  the  use  of  coupling  Instruments. 
One  method  Is  by  simply  running  the 
plate  loud  through  a  ooll  in  variable 
relation  to  the  grid  or  secondary  coll 
as  is  done  in  the  single  and  three  cir- 
cuit sets  and  another  by  the  use  of 
nn  impedance  in  the  plate  lead  that 
reverses  the  flow  of  the  energy  and. 
passes  It  back  through  the  tube.  This 
last  unit  Is  either  a  variometer  or 
oscillator  In  the  form  of  an  Induc- 
tance shunted  with  a  variable 
capuclty.  The  result  of  feeding  back 
too  much  energy  In  that  some  _of  It 
passes  up  into  the  antenna  and 
thence  Into  the  ether  lanes,  causing 
radiation  In  the  form  of  squeals  and 
howls.  The  remedy  for  too  much 
regeneration  U  to  reduce  to  value  of 
the  feedback  coll  or  the  variometer. 
If  the  set  howls  freely  take  ofTturna 
of  wire  on  each  until  the  correct 
value  Is  obtained.  A  reduction  in  the 
B  battery  voltage  will  produce  thla 
same  result,  but  might  impair  the
